TRAVEL  DIRECTIONS 

TO  PARKING: 

1-91:  Take  Exit  3  (Trumbull  Street). 
Turn  left  onto  Orange  Street  (end  of 
exit)  ,  and  go  two  blocks  to  Grove 
Street.  Turn  right.  There  will  be 
two  garages,  Whitney  &  Grove  Streets 
Parking  and  Century  Tower  Parking. 

1-95:  Turn  off  the  turnpike  at  the 
1-91  Exit  (Hartford,  Springfield 
Exit)  and  continue  for  a  very  short 
distance  on  1-91  to  Trumbull  Street, 
Exit  3.  Turn  left  onto  Orange 
Street,  and  go  two  blocks  to  Grove 
Street.  Turn  right.  There  will  be 
two  garages,  Whitney  &  Grove  Streets 
Parking  and  Century  Tower  Parking. 

Route  15  (Wilbur  Cross/Merritt 
Parkways):  Take  exit  61.  Drive  south 
on  Whitney  Avenue  for  approximately 
five  miles.  At  Trumbull  Street,  turn 
left.  Go  to  the  second  light,  which 
will  be  Orange  Street.  Turn  right, 
and  go  two  blocks  to  Grove  Street. 
Turn  right.  There  will  be  two 
garages,  Whitney  &  Grove  Streets 
Parking  and  Century  Tower  Parking. 


The  cost  of  parking  averages  $8  per 
day.

Walk  down  Grove  Street  in  the  same 
direction  as  the  traffic  (it  is  one 
way) .  Walk  two  blocks  to  College 
Street.  There  will  be  a  traffic 
light  with  a  walk  button.  Go  left 
onto  College  and  one  block  to  Wall 
Street.  Turn  right.  You  will  pass 
the  Music  Library  (98  Wall  Street) . 
Walk  1  1/2  blocks.  Sterling  Memorial 
Library  is  on  the  left.  Enter 
through  the  Wall  Street  entrance. 

LEAVING  TOWN: 

To  1-91  and  1-95:  Exit  the  parking 
garage  and  turn  right  onto  Whitney 
Ave  (it  will  be  the  only  way  you  can 
turn).  Go  two  blocks  to  Trumbull. 
Turn  right  and  then  straight.  Go 
through  the  light  on  orange  Street. 
The  entrance  to  I-91/I-95  is  straight 
ahead . 

To  Route  15:  Exit  the  parking  garage 
and  turn  right  onto  Whitney  Ave  (it 
will  be  the  only  way  you  can  turn) . 
Follow  Whitney  for  approximately  five 
miles  to  the  Parkway.
